\\TTH IN a few hour« on Tueadajr a tremend- 
™ ouJ change occurred in the United States. 
Ir the day» ahead it will affact the world. 
Th e United States belatedly took a stand in 
Asia. 
American* now have adjusted their minds 
to a new fact—Ahat tbfir government had 
made a decision to resist by d irect means 
Russian-backed aggression on the Asiatic pen­ 
insula of Korea, against the Pacific island of 
Formosa and m Indo-China. 
The decision means military encounter with 
agents of the Kremlin. 
Unlike the decision 
to resist the Kremlin in Greece and Turkey 
in 194? (the Truman doctrine) this one entails 
the use of U.S. arm* by UR. personnel. The 
Truman doctrine entailed only the advance­ 
ment of material aid to foreign nations threat* 
ened by Communist force» . 
The decision means the cold war has turned 
hi t in the an» which many observers believe 
ja the potential battleground for a war be­ 
tween Russia and the Unitod States: if that is 
what Russia is seeking. 
It means that at long last the United States, 
despairing of the United Nations’ ability to 
fettle any vital international issue by moral 
force, has fallen back on its military power 
as the only possible means of guaranteeing the 
security of such insecure government» as the 
p tp tib iic of Korea. 
% 
But these were not part of the change that 
occurred in the United State« on Tuesday. 
They were the background for the change, 
which was composed of nationwide adjust­ 
ment. To the fact that this country again was 
involved in a shooting war less than five years 
after the cad o f World W a fl. 
In Co n g ress, 
there was prompt agreement to 
en d th e delay in extending the Presidential 
authority to administer a Selective Service 
law. In every piece where people talked to­ 
gether there was spontaneous support for the 
u n ex p ected rev ersal o f a 
policy which appar­ 
ently h ad called for an abandonment of Korea. 
The United States with nothing to gain by a 
soft policy, had gained at least a restoration 
of its self-respect by adopting a hard policy. 
The Soviet Union will not be restrained 
from aggression by conciliation; that has been 
tried. 
It clearly could not be restrained by 
appeasement; that would be out of the ques­ 
tion for the United States in any event 
On the other hand, the Soviet Union is not 
Mke!$ to yield to threats of force. That leaves 
only one other possibility — that the Soviet 
Union can be curbed by naked force in its 
program to destroy every government it can­ 
not control. 
The line was drawn in Ger­ 
man v durmg the air lift when the United 
States risked war to relieve besieged Berlin; 
•wd in Greece and Turkey by the Truman 
doctrine in lt# 7. It is drawn now on the 38th 
parallel in Korea and in the United States 
where prosecution of Communist agents is 
being undertaken. 
The important thing is 
that the isrue has been joined. 
Actually, the difference between the cold 
war that has been going on for some three 
years and fhc hotter war now going on in 
Korea is difference of degree, not of kind. 
The d eg ree may be increased until the 
wh o le wo rld 
is ab laze. That d ecisio n rest with 
th e Kremlin. But the terms now are stiffer 
and harsher than before. 
The Kremlin has 
learn ed th at th e Un ited States, wh ich 
had 


t h ewn p rev io u s 
signs of wan tin g to dodge a

Land of Korea

County Always Has Been Strife-Torn 


It's the Same Thing, Only Different 


T/OREA a country whoae na- 
tive name means 
“ morning 
calm.” has seen little but strife 
since its recorded history began 
in 57 B. C. 
The 600-mile long, 
135 mile- 
wide peninsula 
extends 
south­ 
ward from Manchuria 
between 
the Yellow Sea and the Sea of 
J apan to within 120 miles of J a­ 
pan. 
For 2,000 years invaders from 
the north, east and west have 
fought for possession of well-wa­ 
tered, temperate Korea, 
whose 
fertile fields are protected from 
Manchurian and Pacific winds by 
a rugge ’ mountain chain. 
Despite these invasions, 
the 
Korean people have maintained 
a physical appearance, a complex 
language, and customs 
wholly 
different from their Chinese, J ap­ 
anese and northern Asiatic neigh­ 
bors. 
They average five feet, 
four 
and one-half inches in 
height, 
have dark, straight hair, 
and 
slightly upturned eyes. 
Korean folklore says the nation 
owes its birth to a divine being 
who came to earth in the form 
of a wind. Only from 57 B. C., 
however, with the establishment 
of the kingdom of Silla in South 
Korea are there accurate records 
of the country. 


fleet opened fire, a force 
was 
sent ashore and more than

Korean soldiers were killed. 
Friendly relations were estab­ 
lished in 1883 when the United 
States and Korea signed a mutual 
aid pact. 
The next year an American, 
J udge O. N. Denny, became ad­ 
visor to the Korean foreign of­ 
fice. Other foreigners — mostly 
British and American — gained 
positions of influence. 


INTERNAL WARFARE among 
Silla and other Korean regimes 
lasted until the brief Mongol in­ 
vasion of 1231 A. D. 
In 1392 General 
Yi 
Taicho 
drove out J apanese pirates rav­ 
aging the east coast and founded 
the kingdow of Chosen, which in­ 
cluded most of the 86,000 square 
miles of modern Korea. 
He made Seoul, still 
Korea’s 
chief city, his capital. 
Pyongyang, today the capital 
of Communist North Korea, had 
been the center of Korean civili­ 
zation up to that time. 
The J apanese "sent an army of 
300.000 to conquer the country in 
1592 but were finally routed. 
Manchu hordes swept down on 
the land in 1627, devastaing the 
country. 
Korea’s modern history begins 
with an American attack on the 
country» in 1871. 
A United States Navy flotilla 
was sent to open trade between 
the two countries. Repulsed, the 


EARLY IN 1894 Korea 
asked 
China for help in putting down 
bandits. J apan used this as a pre­ 
text to invade the country, claim­ 
ing that China was taking over. 
Modern, industrialized 
J apan 
won the war. 
President Theodore Roosevelt 
assured the J apanese 
at 
the 
treaty of 
Portsmouth 
(N. H.), 
which ended the Russo-J apanese 
war of 1904-05 that the 
U. S. 
would not object to J apanese rule 
in Korea. 
J apan formally annexed Korea 
in 1910 and seized land, fisheries, 
mines, and the personal wealth 
of Koreans. 
More than 1,000,000 fled to try 
to make a living in Siberia and 
Manchuria. 
The Koreans, spurred by Pres­ 
ident Wilson’s famous 14 points 
after World War I, 
proclaimed 
their independence. The J apa­ 
nese tortured their leaders 
to 
death but others sprang up and 
formed a secret provisional gov- 
eminent in Seoul. 
They 
elected 
Dr. 
Syngman 
Rhee, now president of South Ko­ 
rea, to head the government. He 
was then in the United States. 
Rhee had been a pupil of Wilson 
at Princeton University. 
Rhee established a permanent 
Korean commission at Washing­ 
ton in 1922 and kept up a fight 
for Korean freedom until World 
War II ended. Korean independ­ 
ence was an American aim in the 
war. 
Military authorities said that 
to enable Russian 
troops from 
the north and American troop« 
from the south to crush an esti­ 
mated 178,000 J apanese garrison 
troops between them, Korea was 
divided into American and Soviet 
zones of influence at the 
38th 
parallel.

dipping in their own pockets. Out 
of all this jangling came the W. 
H, Mullins gift to Salem of a fund 
to create for public use our pres­ 
ent day Memorial Building. 
Through coaxing and bargain­ 
ing it is possible to use Reilly 
Stadium at a cost of $ 100.

Several Cures For Psoriasis 


p SORIASlS is o n e o f th e mo st 
common skin d iseases. It i s 
usually harmless so far as life 
o r 
general health is co n cern ed , b u t 
is d isfig u rin g in 
many cases. On ly 
a small part of 
the skin may be 
affected or it 
may cover al­ 
most all of the 
body surface. 
The m o s t com- 
m o n 
locations 
are at the el­ 
bows, 
k n e e s , 
Dr. J ordan 
scalp and lower 
back. 
The eruption may begin 
suddenly or it may start with 
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o n ly a few spots on tea tiered 
p arts o f th e b o d y . 
Th e affected area is usually 
b rig h t red , scaly , 
and flat Thera 
is a sh arp line between the in­ 
v o lv ed sk in an d 
that which ap­ 
p ears co mp letely normal. Psori­ 
asis may gradually spread or stay 
in the same spot 
Itching is usually in the chron­ 
ic cases which are the more com­ 
mon; in the cute case« , however, 
itch in g is frequent 
The skin 
which has been involved for a 
long time u su ally becomes cover­ 
ed with a thick scale, and if this 
is all removed by scraping, tiny 
bleeding points appear under­ 
neath. 
Unfortunately, like to many 
other diseases of the skin, the 
cause of psoriasi» is not known. 
Members of the same family oft­ 
en have psoriasis, however, so 
that many doctors have comment­ 
ed on the family tendency. * 
There are a good many treat­ 
ments which have been tried 
which seem to bring about good 
results at least temporarily. 
In 
fact, psoriasis is one of those dis­ 
eases fo r which several 
new 
treatments are reported almost 
every year. 
A large number of 
these have not stood the test of 
time and therefore one should be 
extremely cautious about accept­ 
ing the value of any new remedy 
for psoriasis. 
The 
most 
commonly 
used 
methods for which many 
skin 
specialists throughout the world 
have reported good results are 
coal tar ointment, an ointment 
called antbraline, exposure to ul­ 
traviolet rays, and occasionally 
X-ray therapy. 
In many cases of chronic psori­ 
asis. good results may come from 
any one of the different treat­ 
ments, the psoriasis goes away 
and later returns. When the same 
treatment which produced good 
results the first time is tried a- 
gain, nothing may Come of it and 
a new method has to be attempt­ 
ed. 
For these reasons, p so riasis Is 
o ften an extremely discouraging 
th in g for patient and doctor alike.

District Crops 


Serious Damage Said 
To Have Been Done 


Arniy worms are doing serious 
damage to wheat, b arley, com 
and timothy in the Salem-Colum- 
b iana and in districts east and 
west of here, Floyd Lower, county 
extension agent, reported today. 
Whole fields of these crops are 
b eing destroyed b y vast numb ers 
of the worms, Lower said. How­ 
ever, the worms are b ecoming full 
grown and it is expected they will 
disappear in another week or two. 
Toxaphene 
is still the 
b est 
chemical for spraying or dusting, 
according to T. H. Parks, Ohio ex­ 
tension entomologist Chlordane, 
next preferred, will kill most of 
the worms. 
But DDT is not en­ 
tirely satisfactory, although used 
m large quantities with a sprayer 
it wiped out most of the worms. 
When applied b y plane, DDT has 
not produced results.
